Which Oath was ſolemnly taken by every Member of both Houſes of 
PARLIAMENT, RUMP and all. 


A. B. do truly and fincerely acknowledge, profelle, teſtific, and declare in my Conſcience 
before God and the World, That our Soveraign Lord KING CH ARLS is lawfull and 
rightfull King of this Realm , and of all other His Majeſties Dominions and Countreys 3 
and that the Pope neither of himſelf, nor by any Authority of the Church or See of Rome; 

or by any other means with any other, hath any power or authority to depole the King, or to dif- 
poſe any of his Mayeſties Kingdomes or Dominions, or to authorize any forreign Prince to invade 
or annoy him, or his Countreys, or to diſcharge any of his Subjects of their Allegiance , and 
obedience to his Majeſty, or to give Licenſe, or leave to any of: them to bear Arms, raiſe Tumult, 
or to offer any violence or hurt to his Majeſties Royal Perſon, State or Government , or to any of 
His Majeſties Subjects within His Majeſties Dominions. 

Alfo, I do ſwear from my heart, That, notwithſtanding any Declaration, or Sentence of Excom- 
nunicatian, or Deprivation made or granted, or to be made or granted by the Pope, or his Suc- 
cefſors, or by any Authority derived, or pretended to be derived from him, or his See, againſt 
the {aid King, His Heirs, or Succeſfors, or any Abſolution of the ſaid Subjects from their obedience : 
- I will bear Faith and true Allegiance to His Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeflors ; and him and them 
will defend to the uttermoſt of my power , againſt all Conſpiracies and Attempts whatloever, 
which ſhall be made againſt His, or their Perſons, their Crown and Dignity, by reaſon or colour of 
any ſuch Sentence or Declaration, orotherwile : and will do my beſt endeavour to diſcloſe and 
make known unto His Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors, all Treaſons and Traiterous Conſpira- 
cies Which I ſhall know or hear of to be againſt Him, or any of them. 

And 1 do further ſwear, that I do from my heart abhor, deteſt, and abyure,as impious and here- 
tical, this damnable DoCtrine and Poſition, That Princes which be Excommunicated or deprived 
by the Pope, may be depos'd,or murther'd by their Subjefts, or any other what ſoever. p 

And I do believe and in conſcience am reſolved, that neither the Pope nor any perſon whatſo- 
ever, hath power to ablolve me of this Oath, or any part thereof , which I acknowledge by good 
and full Authority to be lawfully miniſtred unto me ; and do renounce all Pardons and Diſpenſa- 
tions to the contrary: Andall theſe things I do plainly and ſincerely acknowledge and ſwear, 
according to theſe expreſs words by me ſpoken , and according to the plain and common ſence 
and underſtanding of the ſame words, without any Equivocation, or mental Evaſion, or ſecret 
Reſervation whatſoever. And I do make.this Recognition and acknowledgement heartily, wil- 


lingly and truly, upon the true Faith of a Chriſtian.
